There is nothing unusual in a quiet week at this time of the 
year as regards canned goods, and no one need feel discouraged 
because this dullness is so pronounced as to be the subject of 
jocular remarks. ‘There is a great amount of confidence in the 
future that is not based upon imaginary conditions, but upon 
the solid, good appearance of the entire line of canned goods. 
Let the present time go by without notice, and then let the new 
year start with its light stock sheets, as is the aim of all jobbers a 
and buyers, and we do not believe it will be long before those ;

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exceptions, are the canners themselves, and they have not suffi- 
cient to go around, and the jobbers know it. If this knowledge 
does not bring the jobbers into the market to cover their wants 
before the market goes up, as is bound to happen, we will be 
much mistaken, and when this sally into the market takes place, 
all that will be necessary to put prices on canned goods into 
their proper position will be the backbone of the holders, the 
avoidance of any rush onto the market of offers of goods. In a 
word, the canners have the entire market in their own hands 
today, and if they manage their game rightly, they cannot fail 
to win out. 

But the one weak spot in the whole market is that one 
’ canner will not trust the other canner, and is ever ready to 
believe that he is doing what his enemies say of him. If the 
market does not respond after the turn of the year—and we do 
not mean on the 2nd of January, but rather the latter part of 
January, or possibly we should say the first of February—it will 
be because canners learn that other canners are rushing their 
goods onto the market at low prices. But if the canners will 
hold for the prices they should know their goods are worth, we 
believe they can be secured. Possibly; and very probably not 
at first, but as the year wears along the full value of the goods 
will be paid by jobbers who must have the goods. 

Secretary Gorrel will probably have his statistics out in a 
very short time now, and as the canners will be advised of these 
figures before anyone else, the canners should be in a position 
to know the value of their goods before anyone else. It would 
possibly be of greater value to know the amount of goods on 
hand in retailers and jobbers hands; but the urgency with which 
all orders are placed, or rather demanded after being placed, 
shows conclusively that stocks are down to a minimum. Size 
the situation up for yourself, and gain confidence in your hold- 
ings; but do not expect too high prices for your goods at any 
time. Conditions are not conducive to very high prices; but in 
canned goods in particular they are certainly not at their right 
figure now. They are too low. 

Take tomatoes for instance at 67}éc. to 72c., at which figures 
really good standards have changed hands. This is a fictitious 
price, below cost without reason, and it is hard to see how it 
can continue. The price should not be less than 80c., but we 
do not expect to see the market go beyond 85c. 

- The same may be said of corn. It is selling below its real 
value at present, and if the holders stand for their rights, with 
confidence in their fellow canners, the price will go to its proper 
position. 

Fruits of all kinds are in the same position, relatively, as is 
the entire line of canned goods; but as the market is in the 
hands of the canners to make it what they wish, they must stand 
together and have confidence in each other, or what they desire, 
and see should be, will not be accomplished. 

We see then if things relative to canned goods are dead 
quiet at the end of 1908, the future is as bright as any one could 
wish it; and the industry has advanced so rapidly in the past few 
years, we want to show the world that it can manage its own 
affairs and is able to take care of itself. 

Resolve then, with the ending of the old year, not to be a 
stumbling block in the way of the progress of the industry; and 
if you know of a fellow-packer who is in the darkness, in all 
human kindness and Christian kindness—as well as for the good 


of your own pocketbook—lead him out of it, show him the way 


_to keep abreast of the times, as you do, and you will be helping 


to insure a prosperous 1909.

New Y ork Market 


Peported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NrEw York, December 23.—The holiday dullness controls 
trade. Business is limited to the actual requirements of retailers 
or others who are taking just a few small lots to carry them 
along until the inventory time is passed, and they are ready to 
purchase goods for spring distribution. Conditions are proba- 
bly not essentially different from what they are during holiday 
time every year, but of course the perspective makes last year 
seem better than this. However, there is some possibility that 
trade will improve in the near future, or as soon as inventories 
are finished. Meantime, however, both Christmas and New 
Years come into the horizon and trade will be broken as long 
as they influence the situation. All this week dealers have 
either been preparing to get away or have gone, and some of 
them will not be back until several days have passed. The 
effect is to make trade in all positions dull and to prevent 
important transactions in any variety. After this there will be 
more business. Everything points toward that, but perhaps a 
week or two longer will be more or less dull and unsatisfactory. 


Tomatoes.—The market is unsettled, though some sales 
have been made for delivery after the beginning of the year. 
So-called full standard 3s have been sold at 65c., but buyers are 
disposed to scrutinize the quality very closely when that figure 
is named. Unquestionably, however, it is possible to buy full 
standard Maryland 3s for 6732c. regular terms f.o. b. factory. 
Some spot business has been done at 7oc., but as a rule this 
figure puts the holder out of the running. Jobbers are show- 


. ing almost no interest, even at the present low level of values. 


One sale was reported during the week of two cars of full stand- 
ard 3s to be delivered after the middle of January at 7oc. deliv- 
ered, with grade guaranteed full standard. All gallons are 
easier and some lots of Maryland goods have been sold here as 
low as $1.90 to $2.00 delivered. Not much interest is shown in 
New Jersey gallons. No. 2s are dull and neglected, with 52%c. 
quoted. The jobber who has nerve enough has a favorable 
opportunity to buy now. It isn’t likely that prices will go any 
lower and there are some indications that they will go higher 
when demand begins again. 

Corn.—The market is easy for the more ordinary grades, 
and the price tendency is downward. Fancy state goods are 
fairly steady, though without much movement. Southern

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Maine nent is easy and omnes are few. Spot Maine stock is 
firm, but buying is in very small lots when there is any at all. 
Other grades are unchanged, but there is little or no business 
in either one of them. Conditions are substantially the same 
all through the trade, but holders are looking forward to improve- 
ment after the holiday excitement is over and inventories are 
finished. 

Peas.—A fair business is reported on the cheap good peas 
offered from the West, but they go at concessions from opening 
prices. A little business is noted for shipment from the West 
in future peas. Southern peas are quiet and there is some pres- 
sure to sell. 

Asparagus.—Spot goods are held a bit more firmly on green 
and white in tips and medium. Business is limited to require- 
ments, though these are increasing somewhat. 

Spinach.—The market is firm, with standard 2s quoted at 
7oc., 3S at 85c., and gallons at $2.75. Movement promises to 
increase. 

Beans.—A fair demand is reported within the quoted range 
for strings, and there is some demand for baked grades as well. 
Movement is chiefly in small lots, however, and buyers appear 
somewhat indifferent. 

Salmon.—The market is rather easy on spot pinks. Con- 
siderable stock is offered for shipment from tke Coast at 65c. 
to 67%c. f. o. b. there. Spot pinks have sold in some instances 


as low as 77%4c., but most holders quote 80c. here. Red Alaska 
talls are firmlyheld at from $1.25 to $1.32%c. Not much 


movement is reported, though inquiry has increased somewhat 
recently. Medium red is scarce and firmly held within the 
range quoted. Cohoes move out under a fair jobbing demand, 
and the market is firm. 

Sardines.—A light jobbing interest has developed in three- 
quarter mustards, but quarter-oils are dull and movement 1s 
reduced to the low point. Not many buyers show any interest 


whahewen, but | holders are vie and indifference does not cause 
them to reduce their prices. 

Apples.—The market for State gallons is firm, while buying 
does not amount to much, holders are firm in their views and 
refuse to reduce prices or to make concessions. Small sales 
have been made at $2.50, delivered. Maryland common grades 
are in liberal supply and offered at $1.95 here. Other grades 
are dull and quiet. 

Peaches.—California clings are firm 1n all grades and the 
tendency on the Coast is strongly upward on 2%-pound extras 
and extra standards. The market here is firmer on the same 
grades, but little stock is offered from first hands; trade is quiet, 
though tending toward a larger volume. Sales of unpeeled 
Southern pies have been made at inside quotations, though no 
important movement has occurred in these grades. Yellows and 
whites in 3s are reported moving out under a fair inquiry. 

Pineapples.—Domestic stock is steady, though movement is 
light. In Singapore, the market is a shade easy, with demand 
light. Small fruits are quiet. Hupson.

SpEcIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE.”’ 


CHICAGO, December 22, 1908. 

Cool Weather.—The past week has been cool and fair and 
the women shoppers say that never have the big department 
stores been so crowded in the history of Chicago. The man- 
agers of them are compelled to employ people to keep the shop- 
pers in line, all moving in one direction. You cannot go 
directly to any counter you want to visit, but must get into line 
at the doors and keep in the line until it reaches the counter 
you are trying to reach. This, of course, creates a very con- 
fusing and awkward situation. 

The papers and the big stores in their advertisements have 
been urging people to buy the holiday purchases early and have 
been unusually successful, so it is reported, as sales have been 
enormous all during December. 

Not For Lye Hominy.—The inside enameled can is not 
suitable for lye hominy, at least I was shown some hominy this 
week packed in inside enameled cans, and the lye had dissolved 
the enamel, giving the liquor a dirty, brown color and the 
hominy a rather bad taste. That style of can is splendid for 
berries, cherries, beets and other goods as to which it is desir- 
able to hold the color, but lye seems to dissolve the enamel. In 
this case, however, there was a rather contradictory condition, 
as in some of the cans the enamel did not appear to have been 
affected at all. 

The Sanitary enamel-lined_can seemed to have ‘‘ made 
good,”’ but the enamel-lined capped cans seemed to have gone 
wrong. There were several brands of the hominy, some in 
Sanitary enamel-lined cans and some in capped enamel-lined 
cans. The enamel in the latter kind had dissolved. 

Lacquering Outside.—Now that the agitation for better 
cans has come to life, I desire to make a few remarks to the 
effect that the outside lacquering of all tin cans would most 
effectually prevent rust, and that the expense of lacquering is 
very small. The salmon canners caught on to that wisdom 
long ago and they have no rusties and fewer swells and leaks 
than in any other line of canned products. Hoping that these 
few suggestive words will hit a few Eastern canners in the pit 
of the stomach and cause them to take notice, I will say no more 
for the present on the subject. 

The Fixed Standard.—An illustration of the great diffi- 
culty of securing uniform grading of canned goods is found in 
California canned fruits. In these there is a fixed and specified 
standard grading, wherein the quality of the fruit, fill of the cans, 
degree of symp and all particulars have been provided for. 
The grades established are as follows: 

No. 3 Dovble Extra. 

No. 2% Double Extra. 

No. 2% Extra. No. 2% Water Goods. 
No. 2% Extra Standard. No. 2% Pie Grade. 

This grading applies to all the various kinds of fruits 
packed on the Pacific Coast, but it is not at all regular. Hunt 
Bros., the Central California Canneries, the California Fruit 
Canners’ Association, J. H. Fleckinger, Griffin & Skelley and a 
few others manage to preserve a fair degree of uniformity in 
grading, but the others and the Washington and Oregon Can- 
neries do not pack to grading by any means, and here arises the 
inconsistency of the fixed standard and arbitrary grading. 
Every canned goods packer should be known not by the com- 
pany he keeps, but by the high standard he maintains for his 


pack of goods, and should profit by the character and individu- 
ality which he puts into his cans. 

Bitter Asparagus.—I had a talk with an asparagus 
packer and processor today, not an asparagus salesman, but the

real thing, the man who buys the grass, supervises its cultiva- 
tion and cutting, handling, grading and packing, and knows 
the business from the asparagus bed to the retail grocer’s shelf. 
I asked him how he explained the fact that in some packs of 
asparagus there was a bitter flavor to it when tasted before 
and even after it was cooked and seasoned for the table. 
He replied that the trouble was not understood or no precaution 
that could be adopted seemed to be sufficient to guard against 
the bitterness of flavor in asparagus, as it seemed to be in the 
ground and could not be detected until it wasinthecans. Even 
then only a small proportion, frequently, of the cans would 
develop the bitter flavor, others being perfectly sweet from the 
same beds. He claimed that there was nothing harmful or 
unwholesome about such bitter asparagus, and that some epi- 
curer in asparagus held that the bitter flavor was an evidence of 
strong diuretic qualities, and that those who were fond of 
asparagus soon grew to like this slightly bitter flavor, such 
preference being an evidence of a cultivated though acquired 
taste. 

Don’t Know How.—Some Wisconsin and Michigan pack- 
ers have been a little unlucky this year in attempting to grade 
and separate their peas by using ‘‘Briners.’’ ‘The peas in this 
process are passed through troughs of salt water or brine, the 
harder peas sinking to the bottom,the fancy or more tender 
peas floating at the top. They are thus graded very accurately. 
However, in experimenting with the ‘‘ Briners,’’ some of the 
packers failed to thoroughly wash or rinse the peas with fresh 
water afterwards, and the result is that a lot of very salty peas 
is on the Chicago market. Buyers, however, claim that the 
salty peas do not give them much trouble from reclamations, as 
consumers wash them usually in fresh water, or if they are 
found salty coming on the table, the cook gets the blame. 


The End of the Year.—As we arrive at the end of the 
year we find in the bank clearings at least a most encouraging 
situation. For the week ending December 17, 1908, clearings 
were in the United States $3,362,870,000, as compared with 
$3,118,384,000 the week previous, and $2,196,082,000 the corre- 
sponding week last year. 

This shows an enormous increase of 52% for the entire 
country over last year, and increase for the larger cities as follows: 


Increase for New York City........... peaneerrrr 74.5%. 
18.3% 
30.9% 
These are enormous increases and the signs of the times are 
encouraging. 


It seems that Baltimore made only a small increase, while 
Minneapolis, St. Paul and New Orleans made slight decreases. 
All of which must’be explained by purely local conditions.

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


Business continues dull, and there is an easy tone in the market for 
tomatoes, ordinary peas and standard corn, due more to the necessities of 
canners than to the abundance of the goods. Asparagus has sold fairly 
and prices show rather more strength. Eastern peaches are steady, but 
not active. California peaches and apricots of the better kinds are firmer 
on the Coast, supply being limited. Baltimore pineapple is easy, except 
pie grated brands, which are growing scarce. Singapore pineapple is dull 
and weak. Small fruitsare firm at Baltimore. Salmon is steady. Domes- 
tic sardines are unchanged; foreign are firm.—Mer chants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


The tomato market is weak on about last week’s basis—67 %c. for 
Maryland 3s, with 65c. bid and likely soon to be accepted. The tomato 
outlook is not strong, though it is reasonably sure that with any active 
demand prices would advance. Corn isin fair demand at prices that are 
nominally unchanged. Some New York packers, for example, are willing 
to shade in order to move goods quickly. Low-grade peas are in fair de- 
mand, the entire list of prices being unchanged. Peaches are unsettled as 
to price and very light asto demand. Apples range from $2.40 to $¢2,50 
for New York State gallons. The quality of this year’s pack of apples 
seems to be unusually poor; some of the brands sold at even $2.50, leaving 
much to be desired. California canned goods are weak and unsettled, the 
market not being in a satisfactory condition for large holders of stock. 
Small Baltimore canned goods are unchanged and dull.—Gvocery World. 


Chicago. 


Consumptive demand is good and there are quite a good many retail 
grocers who are running out of this or that article and having to replenish 
—but, as a rule, we are having the usual December slowing down, which 
occurs annually just before time for taking inventories arrives and while 


the rush of Christmas trade ison. All the leading canned vegetables are 
believed to be strongly situated, as all were reported a smaller pack than 
the year before. Tomatoes, corn and peas are all steady as to price ani 
some business doing on all three. Packers say they look for higher prices 
after the New Year gets fairly started. String and lima beans are steady 
to firm. Pumpkin is quiet and none too strong. Cheap peas are in de- 
mand, but the experts say they are getting scarce. All kinds of canned 
fruits are steady as to price, with a seasonable demand. The demand for 
canned salmon is not large, as salmon is consumed for the most part in 
warm weather, but supplies are small and prices firm. Domestic sardines 
are very strong. So are French and Portuguese sardines, both of which 
were a short pack. Cove oysters, canned lobster, shrimp, etc., are steady 
or firm.—Grocers’ Criterion. 


St. Louis. 


Business with the jobbers this week has been the usual ante-holiday 
rush, with the volume being better than it wasa year ago. There are, of 
course, the usual number of ‘“‘rush’’ orders which always appear at this 
time. They will probably continue right up to Christmas Day; they 
usually do. Tomatoes went through the week with only a moderate de- 
mand, the price being unchanged at about goc. for full standards. Corn 
was sluggish, with nothing to be had from the jobbers less than 85c. for 
strictly we'l-packed standards. Some off-grade stuff may be purchased for 
less, but the real market for good goods does not vary but a cent or so from 
85c. Peas appear to be moving rather better than the others and the call 
comes for the higher grades. Sifted and extra sifted are being called for 
in many sections at prices ranging from $1.45 to $1.75, according to what 
is needed. Red kidney beans continue to forge to the front and the bulk- 
dried goods are beginning to get prominent. It takes pretty nearly a 
nickel a pound to get a good quality of the bulk beans at the present time. 
—The Interstate Grocer. 

Manitoba, Gan. 

Christmas business has been good this year, sales being largely in ex- 
cess of last year. General business is likewise showing a steady improve- 
ment, money is circulating much more freely and the approach of the close 
of the year finds all branches of the trade optimistic as to the immediate 
future.

VACUUM FOOD PRESERVATION. 


War Department Experiments with the Water Aspirator. 


With reference to the water aspirator report from Consul Norton, of 
Chemnitz, Germany, the War Department of the United States has been 
making investigations and tests of the apparatus. Commissary-General 
Henry G. Sharpe writes to the Bureau of Manufactures as follows : 

According to experiments made by the professor of physics at the 
Johns Hopkins University, in Baltimore, it appears that while the aspirator 
in question does produce a vacuum, the time required and the quantity of 
water consumed are so great that its practical utility as a food preserver is 
very much to be doubted. In the above mentioned experiments it required 
one hour’s time and approximately go gallons of water to exhaust a vessel 
of only 500 liters, and inasmuch as the apparatus being constructed for this 
office in Baltimore has a cubical capacity of 14 times this amount, it follows 
that, with the aspirator used by the experimenter at the university, it 
would require 14 times as much time and water, and meat, for instance, 


would likely begin to spoil before the necessary amount of exhaustion had 
been secured. While it is true that with a larger aspirator a vacuum could 
be obtained in less time, the quantity of water required would still be : the 
same. The aspirator idea has, therefore, been abandoned as impracticable, 
and an attempt will be made to secure the necessary degree of exhaustion 
in the container by means of some simple and inexpensive form of air pump. 


Nova Scotia Apple Shipments. 


Consul Alfred J. Fleming, of Yarmouth, advises that the amount and 
value of the Nova Scotia apple crop for this season is not up to the average. 


From reports received from the consular agents connected with the con-- 


sulate these figures have been received : 

From Annapolis Royal 275,000 barrels have been shipped, and from 
Digby some 15,000 barrels. These sold at an average price at port of ship 
ment of $2 per barrel, making a revenue to those two ports, Annapolis 
Royal and Digby, of $580,000. This does not nearly express the number 
of barrels shipped, as only two out of a dozen apple-shipping ports are 
included. The greater portion of the fruit went to Liverpool, London, and 
Hull and other English ports. From Annapolis Royal 6,495 barrels were 
shipped to New York City and Boston, for which consular invoices were 
taken ; and some 3,000 barrels went to the United States from Digby. 
From this port 450 barrels have been sent to Boston, bnt these were not 
grown here, as Yarmouth County produces no apples. It is fair to pre- 
sume that from Annapolis and Digby counties alone largely over 300,000 
barrels of apples have been exported this year. 


BRITISH PATENT ACT OPERATION.—Responding to a New York 
inquiry in regard to the new patent act in the United Kingdom, Consul 
J. N. McCunp writes from Glasgow, as follows : 

With regard to the clause ‘‘to an adequate extent,’’ I am informed 
that it would appear to be perfectly in order, in the meantime, to manufac- 
ture the parts of a machine in the United States and have them assembled 
in the United Kingdom. The ground on which this view is taken is that 
each part of the machine, taken separately, is not a patented article, the 
patent merely applying to the machine as a whole. No test case has yet 
been taken in the British courts, and I am informed that the above is the 
generally accepted reading of the law until such a test case is brought.

Freight Rates Hit California. 


The proposed advance of freight rates among railroads operating in 
California has put the fruit interests of that State into a worried frame of 
mind. Some of the leading factors of that section declare that the pro- 
posed advance will cripple the fruit industry of California. 

It is claimed by canners that the proposed increase of tariff will cir- 
cumscribe the tomato canning industry and obliterate the possibility of 
California ever entering into the competition with the East. Canners here 
cannot now compete with Maryland in New Mexico. Wisconsin, New 
York and Maryland are to-day selling hundreds of thousands of cases of 
tomatoes in Montana, Idaho, Utah and Wyoming. California canners 
are shut out of competition completely in these States by existing freight 
rates. 

The competition which California has hitherto enjoyed with Michigan 
in the bean market will be destroyed by the new rates, it is said. The 
present rate is in some instances prohibitory, and if the advance of 10 
cents on the hundred pounds is made it is not believed by bean men that 
they can compete with Michigan anywhere in the country. The margin at 
Middle West points has been small, even in the most profitable years, the 
Kast at all times having a differential in its favor. California ‘‘whites’’ or 
Martha Washingtons, therefore, it is said, will be shut out of the Kastern 
market after January 1. 


Died. 


Mr. E, T. Elphinstone, the well-known traveling salesman of Sinclair- 
Scott Company, Baltimore, dropped dead in the Yates Hotel, in Syracuse, 
Thursday of last week. We understand Mr. Elphinstone died of acute 
indigestion. He was one of the most popular men in the industry and 
many will regret to learn of his death. 

Mr. J. W. Goodell, of Canastota, N. Y., died at home on the 2nd 
instant. Mr. Goodell, while he has not been active in the affairs of the 
canning company in recent years, was one of the organizers of the Cana- 
stota Canning Company and also well known to the older men of the 
business. Mr. Goodell was 67 years old.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


‘‘No rest for the wicked’’—you know they call all printers 
devils—and that is why we have issued a paper even on Christ- 
mas day. 

Not that we believe any one will leave his Christmas dinner 
to read it, even in spite of the lively happenings in the canned 
goods market, but simply because it must be done. 


When the infernal regions seemed to have broken loose on 
Baltimore, and fire wiped out everything pertaining to the 
paper, and nearly every other printing office in the city, THE 
TRADE was not stopped. It issued that same week, as it has 
been doing for over thirty years. 

We hope you are all fully enjoying your Christmas day— 
each in his own chosen way, but all happily and contentedly. 
We know the fathers of families, with smiling childrens’ faces 
about them are happy, if from this cause alone; and the jolly 
batchelors, young or old, we hope are surrounded with smiling 
faces, or other smiies. ‘ 


We know of no joy more complete and free from aloy than 
that of the children on this morning when they first behold the 
Christmas tree and all their presents, produced over night as if 
by magic. There is a genuineness in their expressions that makes 
the sterner things of life seem stale and lacking in sincerity. 

But we expressed our good wishes to you last week, and as 
we know you are reading this after the day’s celebration, let us 


look forward to what istobedone. ‘The old yearis about ended, 
and before we issue another edition a new year will have been 
born. What does that year hold for us of good or evil, of joys 
or sorrows, of success or failure? All of us feel that we would 
like to know; and yet to know would be a calamity. 

We should not want to know what joys the new year holds 
for us, for if we knew the joys would be killed by anticipation ; 
and we should not wish to know what troubles are in store for 
us, for the thought of them would distract us. But we can 
help to insure joys to ourselves in the year to come, through 
profiting by the errors of the past year ; and in that we will find 
real wisdom. 


Who of us has not had to say to himself during the year 
just ending, ‘‘If I had only known,"’ ‘‘If I had only thought,”’ 
because of some mistake made? It is an old saying that after 
knowledge is the best, but it is only true if that knowledge, 
gained by experience, is put to the proper use, at the proper 
time. That is the resolution to make for the coming year—to 
think before hand and not after. We have no patience with a 
long list of ‘‘I wonts’’ for this time of the year. 


We do not wish to moralize, except in so far as your busi- 
ness is concerned. But we do not hesitate to say that if you 
will do a little moralizing on your business as conducted during 
the past year; note the mistakes and mark them, so that you 
will avoid them during 1909, you will find it very profitable. 


Possibly the greatest event of the past year was the awaken- 
ing of the industry as a whole, but of many individuals in pai- 
ticular, to the neglect of sanitary appearances in the factory. 


In no single year was it ever brought so forcibly to the 
attention of the canners that their factories must be above 
reproach in every particular, as it was during the past season. 
Many who had grown old in the accustomed way of doing 
things, naturally supposed that they were all right, and were 
immensely surprised to find that they were all wrong. In fact 
there was no man in the industry, we believe, intentionally 
doing wrong, or conducting his factory in a dirty manner; the 
trouble was that he had never given the subject thought. Now 
he knows it and the year 1909 must see the corrections made. 


Other men packed a quality of goods that answered the 
trade they were intended for, but having lost that trade and 
been forced onto the open market, they now see that such a 
quality has no standing, or at best a very low one. Here is 
another chance to employ the knowledge learned by sad experi- 
ence ; and 1909 should see a difference. 

Quantity—that sin of omission, blackest of all when found 
in canned goods needs consideration at many hands. It will 
bring a dire retribution if this omission be not corrected. 


What will bring about more quickly a law compelling 
cauned goods packers to stamp the net weight of the contents of 
the can on the tin, than this omission of quantity, or to call it 
by its more generally known name—slack filling? Nothing can 
prevent such a law being placed upon the statute books of every 
State, and enacted in the National Law, but the discontinuance 
of this pernicious practice. It must be stopped, and every man 
interested in canned goods, whether packer, jobber, wholesale 
or retail grocer should do his part to stamp the practice out. 
It will probably take all of these, together with the public, to 
effect the cure ; but if the public joins in, then it will be by 
means of such a law as we mention.

that may seem dirty or slovenly ; resolve to improve the quality 
of your pack this year no matter what your competitor is said 
to be doing ; resolve to pack every one of your cans full, and if 
the Slack Filled Devil should lead vou tq the mountain, and 
showing you the whole world, offer it as a reward, refuse to 
bow down and adore him. Go further than that. Expose him 
and his temptations to the world, and let all know that he has 
sought to lead you astray. 


Then when the pure food laws are rigidly enforced, as they 
will be this coming year; when the screws are put down hard 
because the days of leniency are over, your business will flourish 
because it is right, and you will have the Happy, Prosperous 
New Year we wish you.

This Committee is serving without any compensation whatever and is 
giving close attention to the details and supervising its affairs, not only in 
name but in fact, and at the end of our fiscal year it will be up to the sub- 
scribers to elect a new Committee. 

The funds are exclusively in the hands of the Advisory Committee and 
are deposited in one of Chicago’s leading financial institutions drawing 
interest. The Attorney and Manager is under bond, and every precaution 
is taken to safeguard the resources. 

At the present time the entire expense of operation is 20% of the pre- 
miums collected, which is paid to our Attorney and Manager, Mr. Lansing 
B. Warner 

Fire Insurance is divided into two classes, one class being carried on 
by Companies or Individuals for a profit, and the other class being carried 
on by Mutual Companies or Associations at a cost of the actual fire loss, 
plus the cost of writing the business, which in our case is 20%. 


The very best information we have been able to secure leads us to 
believe that during the past five years the Stock Companies have paid out 
for fire losses on canning factories only about $31.00 for each $100.00 col- 
lected, leaving $69.00 for cost of writing the business and profit.

Food Inspection Decision 99. 


Change in Form of Guaranty Legend. 
(Amending Section 4 of Regulation 9.) 

Section 9 of the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, provides that no 
dealer shall be prosecuted under the provisions of the act when he can 
establish a guaranty signed by the wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer, or 
other party residing in the United States, from whom he purchases such 
articles, to the effect that the same are not adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of the act, be amenable to the prosecutions, fines, and 
other penalties, which would attach in due course to the dealer. 

Section 4 of Regulation 9 provides that a general guaranty may be filed 
with the Secretary of Agriculture by the manufacturer or dealer and be 
given a serial number, which namber should appear on each and every

It is obvious from a reading of section 9 of the act that a guaranty is in 
no sense a guaranty by the Government, and that it is merely an assump- 
tion of responsibility for the character or labeling of the goods by the 
manufacturer, jobber or packer. Yet, notwithstanding this plain fact, 
attempts have been made by some unscrupulous persons to cause the public 
to interpret the phrase ‘‘ Guaranteed under the food and drugs act, 
June 30, 1906,’’ as a guaranty by the Government that the goods upon 
which the phrase appears are pure and conform in all respects, with the 
provisions of the act. This misrepresentation has been scattered broadcast 
in prominent advertisements in the press, and by means of circulars and 
billboard posters. Even in the absence of such misrepresentation there 
can be no doubt that the phrase, unfortunately, is misleading, and is there- 
fore prohibited by the law and should be changed. The Commissioner of 
Patents has refused to register trade-marks of which the phrase formed a 
part, on the ground that itis misleading and under the law cannot be 
registered. The Board of Food and Drug Inspection for some time has 
realized that the wording of the guaranty legend should be changed, but it 
has also been mindful of the fact that the manufacturers and jobbers of 
the United States have, in the aggregate, large sums of money invested in 
labels and plates, upon which appears the legend in its present form, a 
form indorsed by the regulations and copied therefrom in good faith by 
the owners of these labels and plates. Entirely apart from the expense and 
loss of property, it isa fact that a charge in the form of the legend, with- 
out due notice, would seriously embarrass business interests, because the 
printing and lithographing of new labels will require considerable time. 

And asa solution of the question, the Board recommends that the guar- 
anty legend be changed so as to show plainly that the guaranty is that of 

‘ the manufacturer and not of the Government, that the old form of labels 
now in use representing guaranties already filed with the Department of 
Agriculture shall be recognized for a term of two years, and that for all 
guaranties filed with the Department of Agriculture on and after January 
1, 1909, the guaranty legend shall read ‘‘Guaranteed by [insert name of 
guarantor] under the foods and drugs act, June 30, 1906. 

Accordingly the following amendment is proposed to Regulation g of 
the Rules and Regulations for the Enforcement of the Food and Drugs Act. 

Section / of Regulation 9 is hereby amended to read as follows: 


+) A general guaranty may be filed with the Secretary 
of Agriculture by the manufacturer or dealer and be given 
a serial number, which number shall appear on each and 


every package of goods sold under such guaranty with the 
words ‘‘Guaranteed by [insert name of guarantor] under 
the food and drugs act, June 30, 1906.”’ 

This amendment shall become and be effective on and after January 1, 
1909. Labels bearing the form of guaranty legend provided in the original 
regulations and represetiting guaranties now on file with the Department 
of Agriculture may be used for a period of two years, but it is suggested 
that, as new labels are prepared, the change in the form of guaranty 


legend should be made.
